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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To enable a catalyst filter to be controlled for its heating up to 
such a temperature as one which is the most appropriate for a catalyst filter 
for its purification and deodoring operation for discharged gas by a method 
wherein a damper is controlled to be open for a specified period of time under 
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a certain period and then a microwave is applied to the catalyst filter. 

CONSTITUTION: A damper 1 which can be freely opened or closed is 
comprised 

of a metallic plate which is similar to that of a waveguide 4 and then the 
damper 1 is fixed within the waveguide 4 in such a manner as it shows the 
same 

potential as that of the waveguide 4. When a radiation port 3 is closed like 
(a), a microwave is applied to a catalyst filter 2 so as to release the 
radiation port 3 like a dotted position (b). In turn, when a microwave is not 
applied to the catalyst filter 2, the microwave is applied to a heated item 
within an oven 9. When a microwave heating is carried out, the damper 1 is 
set 

to the state of (a) only for 2 seconds at a period of 16 seconds, the damper 1 
is set to the state (b) other than that time and the catalyst filter 2 absorbs 
a microwave for 2 seconds at a period of 1 6 seconds and generates heat. 
When a 

grill is to be heated, the damper 1 is always set to the state (a), a magnetron 
7 is driven for 2 seconds at a period of 1 6 seconds and then a generation and 
a 

stopping of the microwave is repeated to heat the catalyst filter 2.
